«The Disastrous Explosion which Caused the 
Laine” War-ship to Founder off Havana on 
Uesday night, Feb. 15, evoked numberless messages of 
sympathy from the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and repre-

The cruiser strained at her 
anchors, and her plates appeured to bulge. Simultaneously 
flames burst out in two or three places, as though the 
wrecked furnaces had scattered their contents in all diree- 
tions. The bugles sounded the alarm, and scores of men 
rushed on deck. They were first ordered to fire-stations, 
but almost immediately there was another and even more 
tremendous explosion, flame having reached the main 
magazine, Great holes were torn in the cruiser’s side and 
bottom, and she began quickly to settle down. Efforts 
were then directed to getting out the boats, and while some 


| of the men were so engaged, a third explosion occurred. 
Then 


Captain Sigsbee Ordered a “Sauve Qui 
Peut.” The boats and launches from the Spanish war- 
ships, especially those from the Alfonso XH., moored hard 
by, most gallantly stood alınost alongside, and it was 
owing to their heroic conduct that at least two hundred 
lives were saved. The Spanish cruiser, too, rendered 
valuable assistance by the skilful manner in which she 
kept her search-lights full upon the Maine. This was the 


| only light by which those on board could work, for the Maine’s 
| own electric light was extinguished after the second explo- 


sion. The Spanish General Solano, who was one uf the earliest 
on the scene of the disaster, had a conversation with 
Captain Sigsbee, cominander of the Maine, who remained 
on his vessel almost to the extreme moment, and yet 
escaped practically unhurt. He said he was entirely ata 
loss to explain the cause of the disaster, and he had tele- 
graphed to that effect to his Government at Washington. 
He himself was on board when the explosion took place, 
and had an almost miraculous escape ‘on one of the 
boats, which managed to get clear at the last moment. 
The latest estimate is to the effect that 279 men were killed 
or drowned, and 117 saved. It will probably be found, 
however, that nearly 300 men lost their lives. General 
Blanco and the Spanish authorities paid due hononr to the 
dead at Havana. Profoundest commiseration is felt for the 
relatives of the victims, and deepest admiration for Captain 
Sigsbee. The Maine ranked in the American Navy List as 
a second-class battle-ship of 6682 tons displacemeut. She 
was of steel, her indicated horse-power was 9293, and she 
had twin-screws. She was launched in 1890, and costabout 
£500,000. 


The Divers in Havana Harbour made a dis- 
covery in descending to the Maine last Monday. They 
found a copper cylinder used for conveying charges to the 
six-inch guns. The fact that it had exploded seems to 
show (according to Reuter’s agent) that there was an 
explosion in the magazine for fixed ammunition forward 
on the port side. 


Senor Dupuy de Lome, who has had to resign his 
post as Sp nish Minister at Washington, has fallen e 
victim to an epistolary 
weakness like that which 
resulted in the recall of Sir 
Sackville West from 
Washington a few years 
ago. The publication in 
the American newspapers 
of a letter from Senor de 
Lome to Senor Canalejas, a 
Spanish official in Havana, 
making strong criticism on 
President McKinley. and 
the United States gener- 
ally, was the cause of his 
departure. American 
publie feeling is too sensi- 
tive on the subject of Cuba 
and Spain to bear these 
criticisms. Senor Canalejas 
adds to his previous ds- 
avowal that he had received 
the letter. The Cuban 
Junta in New York persist 
in stating that the letter 
was certainly stolen from Canalejas. 


The Death of Dr. Robert C. Billing. Bishop 
of Bedford, last Monday morning, occasioned widespread 
regret. He expired at the 
Firs, Englefield Green, 
where he had been living 
since he resigned his com- 
missionas Bishop Suffragan 
for. East London, owing to 
ill-health, in March 1895. 
The . Bishop- was born at 
Maidstone on April 15, 1834, 
and was thus nearly six'y- 
four years of age. - Edu- 
eated at Wye College and 
Worcester College, Oxford, 
he graduated B.A. in 1857. 
Nine years later he pv- 
ceeded M.A., anl in 1888 | 
received. the honorary 
degree of D.D. It was in, 
1857 that the late Bishop 
was ordained gree be- 
coming a priest in the 
following year. His work’ 
as rector and rural dean of 
Spitalfields was so con- 
spicuous that on the translation of Bishop Walsham How 
to Wakefield, he was appointed Bishop of Bedford, 
Suffragan for North and East London. The work which 
this entailed told severely upon his health, so severely, in 
fact, that he completely broke down.

The British and French forces in the bend of the Niger 
are divided iuto small part es, which, in seeking to put into 
practice the theory of effective oceupation in the territory 
in dispute above the ninth degree of latitude, have ended 
by forming an inextricable tangle. Obeying the desire to 
occupy as many points as possible, these forces have already 
met several times. It has frequently happened that a 
British detachment has presented itself to occupy a poiut 
which was found to be already in the hands of the French.

The same thing has happened 
to French troops. On both sides the strict orders received 
from their Governments not to accept a conflict under any 
circumstances have been invariably followed.

An 
English detachment, with an officer, came to demand the
